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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Applicant's After-Final Amendment filed 5/10/2006 does not broaden the scope 
of the invention nor require a new search; however, the arguments are not persuasive 
and thus is not entered. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/10/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant attempts to emphasize that the Hamzy reference "teaches 
away" from the applicant's invention because the Hamzy invention is directed at 
reducing print data size whereas the applicant's invention, which "require[s] the 
inclusion of print data in addition to commands that store the included print data to a 
specific location within a printer." However, Examiner asserts that the print data is in 
fact included, since it is embodied within the JVM print file. Thus, the JVM printer is 
able to precisely recreate any print data as if binary rasterized data were sent. This 
technique is well known within the art as a PCL or PJL file; and it is commonly accepted 
that PCL/PJL files such as PDL or Postscript comprise "print data." The Hamzy 
invention was referenced in order to meet the requirements of a command data file to 
store the printer job, detecting printer parameters, etc. Thus the applicant's arguments 
are unpersuasive and traversal of the rejections of claims 1-8, 10-17, and 19-26 is 
denied.
